Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative proposed to further amend claim 1 by 
adding the limitation "that prevents flowing of a reaction gas from the ends of the first gas diffusion layer and the 
second gas diffusion layer. In addition, newly proposed claim 6 further limit base claim 1 by adding "that the seal is 
provided in grooves formed in the separator"; and newly proposed claim 1 1 also incorporates to base claim 1 a 
limitation concerning the projecting portion plus specifying that the liquid sealant is placed on either side of the 
projecting portion.
